In response to Mr. Justice Stuart 
Mr. Lymburn said that $600 was 
still unpaid.

sums as needed. Mr. Steer declared

These outstanding cheques which 
made over $600 Mr. Lymburn ex- 
plained to be trust account cheques 
which were to be paid in, against 
which some cheques were issued be- 
fore they actually reached the bank 
He tendered the bank book and 
cheques for examination. Chief 
Justice Harvey remarked that it was 
an unusual interpretation to put 
upon “outstanding cheques.” Mea 
Cullough's story fitted in with it, 
urged Mr. Lymburn quoting from 
the evidence. 

Reasonable Explanation 

With regard to the charge by 
Mayer of failure to account for 
funds collected and appropriating 
same to his own use, McCullough 
had explained that to the secretary 
of the Law Society in October of 
last year and it was strange that 
they should so long after proceed, 
said Mr. Lymburn. Especially was 
this so because the secretary had 
written Mayer at that time that 
“McCullough’s explanation seems 
reasonable’, he asserted. 

The explanation was to the effect 
that after accepting in favor of
